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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed October 4, 2005 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show a response output selecting unit for selecting response outputs of 
said response output unit for each of said local areas in accordance with said spatial and time correlation function. The Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Examiner again refers to the first Office Action (page 3, lines 1-11) for discussion of the correlation function (lines 
1-7) and the response output selecting unit (lines 8-11) disclosed by Hansen. Examiner clearly indicated the correlation process was a 
function of time and space and outputs were selected for each local area. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., selecting response units whose outputs are mutually correlated as disclosed in equations 1 and 15-16) 
are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In response to applicant's arguments with regard to Hansen's use of interpolation, Examiner again notes that the preamble of the current 
claims recites, "comprising" which is an open-ended transitional phrase. Thus, the references must contain the limitations recited in the 
claim, but does not exclude additional elements that may be taught by references as Applicant argues. 

In the discussion above and in the previous Office Actions, the Examiner has shown Hansen teaches all the limitations of claims 1 and 5, 
thus the rejection of claims 1 and 5 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hansen, the rejection of claims 2 and 6 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hansen in view of Studer and the rejection of claims 3 and 7 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hansen in view of Russ stand. 
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
